Howard Wodsworth, a 
member of the Yorkshire Area Executive said Mr. Scargill had » j 
been vindicated and that the union now regarded the Race 
controversy as closed. Support for Arthur Scargill and Peter gay 
Heathfield from the largest areas - Yorkshire, the Midlands and 
the North East - ensured that critisism from the South Wales and 
scottish areas was rejected. —
